Roosevelt” was the sermon theme at scores of Protestant churches 
on the Sunday following the Colonel’s death. Eleven ministers of 
Chicago’s most prominent churches announced their subject as 
follows: “Roosevelt, the Christian”, “Roosevelt, the Hero”, 
“Roosevelt, the Citizen”, “Roosevelt, the Prophet”, “Teddy”, 
“(od’s Rough Rider”, etc., etc. 

Now, the late Colonel Roosevelt merited some of these titles; 
but if he had been all and more than he was credited with in these 
sulogies, ministers are not very consistent who extol him from the 
pulpit and exhibit him as a type of the Christian virtues. They 

decry the Catholic practice of honoring the memory of saints. 
They would not say a good word about Mary, the most “blessed 
gmong women”, “highly favored of God”; nor about St. Joseph, 
whom the Bible pronounces the “just man” nor about St. Peter, 
“who left all things to follow Christ.” 

The saints, whom the Catholic Church honors, were the high- 
est types’ of “Christian”, were “heroes” in the truest sense; they 
were valiant soldiers, who either paid the supreme sacrifice for 
their love of Jesus Christ, or who, like St. Paul, would not permit 
anything to “separate them from the love of God.” When these 
heroes in the warfare “against the world, the flesh and the devil” 
are honored by Catholics it is only for the sake of Christ, their 
Master. When their characters are eulogized it is only that we 
may be “imitators of them as they were of Christ” (I Cor. xi, 1). 
Yet ministers say we do wrong to honor them. 

Roosevelt was the most Catholic of any Protestant of our 
acquaintance. Some of his dearest friends were Catholic priests ; 
he had one of these accompany him on his tour of South America; 
another he said he would have taken as chaplain of his regiment 
to France, had he been permitted to go. He could not endure the 
insincere anti-Catholic movement; he once said that the bitterest 
anti-Cathdlic papers were also his bitterest enemies.

On receiving this answer, the presi- 
dent declares to his fellow judges that 
it would be quite superfiuous to hear 
other witnesses as to Utterances of 
Christ in this sense.

Ail they all, let.it be noted, they all 
mply, “He is guilty of death” (St. 
Matt. xxvi, 66; St. Mark xiv, 64). None 
of the judges has any further doubt 
as to the adequately exact way in 


which the question has been put, nor 
as to the meaning of the answer. With | 
one consent, without hesitation, they | 


decree the severest punishment that is 
possible. And Christ hears in what 
sense His answer has been taken, and 
that it has been regarded as the great- 
est insult to God; He hears how He 
has been declared the most depraved 
of men, and condemned to death, and 
—He adds nothing to His declaration. 
He feels how He is maltreated as be- 
ing a blasphemer, and conducted to 
death, and He does not revoke what 


He has said, nor attempt to explain it 


away. On the contrary, from this 
moment He gives no answer to any 
further questions, as one who has said 
everything, and, moreover, clearly 
enough. Like a lamb that opens not 
its mouth when led to slaughter He 
g0es to the most disgraceful of deaths 
after enduring all manner of -igno- 
minious maltreatment, and it is only 


on the Cross He opens His lips, as He 


prays to His Pather to forgive His 
enemies. To the poor thief He prom- 
ises everlasting happiness, and gives 
back His soul into the hands of His 
Father. Such is the report of the

Has Christ told the truth or not? 


This ds _s the question which now de- 


cides everything. If He has, then we 
must all fall down befére the Crucified

‘tianity is Divine truth, the hopes of 


Christians are built on ground as firm 
as a rock, and we must love without 
measure Him Who ‘first and Witbout 


measure loved as. 


If, on the other hand, Christ has 
not told the truth, then only one of 
two hypotheses is conceivable: either 
He said what was not true, knowing it 
to be so, not only frequently in His 
discourses to the people, but ‘also on 
oath before the tribunal. (He claimed 
with full consciousness all the rights 
of God, demanded from all men that 
they should helieve and obey him, rest 
their hopes on Him, and love Him 
above all, even father and mother, 
brother and sister, wife and child, and 
self; and in order to make this im- 
mense piece of deception credible, He 
meets death as if He were the gentlest 
of all men, prays to God to forgive His 
enemies, promises in His dying mo- 
ments a criminal his everlasting King- 
dom, and what name shall we give 
him?). Or, He imagined that He was 
God, the Redeemer of the world. And 
from this insane idea He could not be 
detached by contradictions, not even 
the most fearful torture, the most 
painful death. What else, then, can 
the world do but heartily pity Him. 
To conclude: As it is an undeniable 
fact, and known to the whole world, 
that Christ affirmed He was the Son 
of God, of the same essence as the 
Father, the promised Messiah, the Re- 
deemer of the world, and for this rea- 
son was crucified, we must either be- 
lieve and worship Him, or turn away 
from Him as an impostor, with the 
deepest disgust, or as an incurable 
monomaniac, with the most intense 
commiseration.
